FIRST DAY. 


Trinity Cathedral, Omaha, May 18th, 1904. 


The thirty-seventh annual council of the Diocese 
of Nebraska was opened at Trinity Cathedral, Omaha 
on the above date, with the Bishop-Coadjutor as cele- 
brant, the Rev. Canon Burgess as Epistler, and the 
Rev. John Williams as Gospeller.

The Rev. F. S. White read the report of the Cathe- 
dral Chapter. eg ee 


C—Report. of the Cathedral Chapter. 


The four regular meetings of the Chapter were held at the 
appointed times according to canon. On account of the some- 
what chaotic condition of the Real Estate Book, the Bishop Co- 
adjutor was requested to appoint a committee of investigation to 
look into the matter. This committee, through the clerk, has 
been corresponding with various County officials through the 
diocese and: before long hopes to present an intelligent report of 
the condition of the properties of the Church. 

By order of the Chapter, the proper authorities have executed 
- deeds for one lot in Creighton, which had been sold some time 
ago in the interests of the Mission of St. Mark. 

By resolution the Chapter requested the Bishop-Coadjutor to 
exchange the Episcopal Residence, 1718 Dodge St., for the house 
9219 Dodge St., in which the Bishop now resides, with the un- 
derstanding that the Chapter assumes charge of the former 
building with the rental thereof and that the rent for the latter 
cease. 

Bishop Williams, having given his written consent, the 
exchange will take place June Ist. 


Acting as the Board of Missions, the Chapter made the 
necessary appropriations for the support of the Clergy in the 
mission field. In compliance with the resolutions passed by the 
last council, the Chapter made an assessment on the parishes 
and missions for the raising of funds sufficient to carry on the 
mission work of the diocese. 

After deducting $1,000.00, which was provided for by per- 
sonal gifts, the balance, amounting to $3000, was levied upon 
the different congregations. The basis of this assessment was 
the amount of money expended throughout the diocese during the 
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previous year towards the current, or running expenses of paro- 
chial work. Working from this basis, it was found that in 
order to raise the full $3,000, the rate of assessment must be 
7 1-5 per cent. and according to this rate every parish and ..mis- 
sion was assessed. The amounts of each individual assessment 
were inserted in the journal on pages 90 and 91, also they have 
been printed from month to month in The Crozier. 


In order that full intent of the resolution of the committee 
on Church Extention be fulfilled, care has been taken to record 
all moneys received from every congregation, whether from the 
parochial treasurer, or the Sunday School, or the Woman’s. 
Auxiliary. And as the payment or non-payment of this assess- 
ment will affect the standing of the parishes and missions and 
also their right to representation in Council, the treasurer has. 
prepared a statement showing the status of each parish and 
mission. The Chapter is pleased to report the assessment was 
well received on the whole, and that during the year more money 
has come to the treasurer’s hand than was the case in any 
former year, for many years back. Many congregations, which 
formerly made a small pledge have, through the assessment 
plan, paid, in some instances, two and even three times the 
amount of former years. 

The Chapter is greatly encouragd over this first effort and 
hopes that the Council will see fit to establish the assessment 
plan as a permanent way of securing funds towards the Exten- 
sion Work of the Diocese. 

According to the precedent establised during the past two 
years the Chapter apportioned to the various congregations the 
sum of $1,900, which was the amount asked from the Diocese of 
Nebraska towards tthe Foreign and Domestic Mission of the 
Church. 

Furthermore the Chapter, acting as a Board of Missions, 
wishes to place on record its satisfaction with the result attained 
throughout the diocese this past conciliar year, but it regrets 
exceedingly that the Bishop Coadjutor found it necessary to issue 
a printed appeal to negligent congregations in order to obtain 
the money necessary to carry on the work he and his helpers 
were expected todo. Again the Chapter asks most earnestly 
for, and wishes it had the power to enforce, obedience to the 
canons requiring the amounts of money assessed for missions. 
to be taken up on the Sundays appointed, and to be forwarded 
immediately to the Diocesan Treasurer. If the clergy would 
act in conjunction with‘their treasurers and send out envelopes 
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to every member of their parishes and missions during the week 
preceding the day of offering, no one would feel the burden 
and the diocese would be saved expense, and the missionaries 
and their Bishops much worry. 


Again we wish to record our appreciation of the very great 
help afforded Bishop Williams by the Woman’s and Junior 
Auxiliaries to the Board of Missions. They are a source of com- 
fort and pride to the Bishop Coadjutor and tieir gifts have been 
of material help to him in the propogation of his work. The 
Bishop Williams special fund is their own creation and has 
grown to be of such necessity in the work of Church Extension 
that we do not see how we could do without it and we hope it 
¢an, in time, grow to such dimensions as to entirely support a 
new worker in the home field. We would thank the Sunday 
schools for their Advent offerings, and we hope they will do 
much better next. year. 

Another source of gratification to the Board are the results 
attending its venture of appropriating funds under the direction 
of the Council for the support of a General Missionary. We 
consider the Bishop fortunate in having obtained the services of 
so able a man as is the present General Missionary and we hope 
the council will take special notice of the work he has accomp- 
lished this past year. In opening up new work, and strengthen- 
ing weak places, he has been much blessed, and we realize 
how much he has been able to lighten our Bishop Coadjutor’s 
burdens. 

We are thank tal to God for the increased number of helpers 
He has sent us in this portion of the vineyard this past year. 

Only three vacancies are reported in the whole diocese; the 
Cathedral at Omaha, Ashland and Fremont, and we trust hee 
will soon be filled. 

This condition of affairs means much to us as a diggten. 
the Church work is rendered more effective, congregations are 
increasing, Sunday Schools are growing, all of which means 


-more confirmations, larger- offerings for local support and for 


extra parochial objects, and a deeper spiritual life because of more 


'- frequent. pastoral. visitations—-in other words, we are Become 
ed stronger. diocese: 


Of. course,- we who: are hake ie the Missten Work of 
the diocese, realize that: this stage of greater efficiency has been 
cattained) int @ very:simple but common sense way. Instead of 


290 crodepanding 5 @s~ hitherto,.on voluntary pledges, the Council deter- 


mined to make a nee venture and in the apportionment plan 
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made an pear to each pone regation for a definite sum of money, 
assessed on its running expenses. With the money thus asses- 
sed, the mission clergy have been supported, vacancies have 
been filled and new places opened up. We knew how much mon- 
ey to d2pend on and so our work has .been done without. the un- 
certainty of previous years with this exception that the mon- 
ey has not been collected regularly and hence has caused the 
Bishop much annoyance, embarrassed the waiting clergy and 
caused the diocese extra expense, but this can be easily 
corrected, and then we can-hope for still ercatct progress in 
our work of Church Extension. 

Many of the improvements contemplated last year in our 
mission field have become realities. 


Improvements. 


The Church at Auburn, under the general Missionary, has 
added a new chancel and vestibule to the Church, decorated 


‘. the interior and made valuable additions to the furniture of 


chancel and sanctuary. 

Christ Church, Central City, has new sidewalks laid, new 
pews given, a new pulpit erected and other lesser improvements. 

St. Mark’s Church, Florence, has been given the lot of 
ground adjoining the church on the north, making a valuable 
property in this growing suburb. It has also finished a six-room 
rectory on the church lot in the rear of the church. 

St. Andrew’s, Omaha, has enlarged the Guild Hall and made 
some additions to the church building. 

Five hundred dollars has been raised by the Rev. Mr. Bate 
for a rectory at York. 

St. Luke’s, Lincoln, has sold their old church and purchased 
one fine lot in a very advantageous location. A new church has 
been erected and will soon be dedicated. The Church house has 
been a great success, and the students residing there have done 
much associate mission work in the neighboring towns of Crete, 
Havelock and Wahoo. 

The Church people at Hartington have spent some $400 in 
raising the building up to grade and redecorating the interior. 

At Niobrara the Guild Hall is being doubled in capacity 
through the efforts of one lady in the parish. 

The rectory at Ashland is being thoroughly overhauled and 
at DeWitt steps have been taken to add four rooms to the rec- 
tory in that town. 

Through the sale of her .book- Miss Mack --has . added 
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$52.90 to the building fund at Tekamah, making the total of 
$230.67 and the ladies Guild at Fairbury have $225 deposited 
in the -bank towards. a permanent building in that town. 

We desire again to thank the Bishop Coadjutor for his de- 
vwotion to the mission needs and the mission work of th2 diocese 
and we beg the Council to make such a generous apportionment 
for the work of the church in this portion of the vineyard as will 
enable us to help him ‘‘lengten cords and strengthen stakes. ’’

E—The Bishop’s Annual Address. 


My Dear Brethren, Clergy and Laity, of the Diocese of Ne- 
braska: 


_ 


Assembled as you are for your Annual Council to delib- 
erate, and possibly to legislate, for the welfare of that portion 
of God’s visible Kingdom committed to our care and oversight, 
we lovingly commend you to His grace and may His Holy Spirit 
rule your hearts. 

That our loyal and devoted Coadjutor has been able to re- 
port the development of the work, and generally throughout 
the Diocese has observed indications of an increase of spiritual 
life and Christian zeal and devotion, we give praise to the Au- 
thor of every good and perfect gift. 

In all that pertains to the highest welfare of the Church in 
Nebraska, or the affectionate regard for the priests and people 
connected with her, my interest is not in the least abated by my 
enforced absence; while with the unwearied service and constant — 
activity of Bishop Williams, who is ever a joy and comfort to us 

all, the Diocese suffers no loss from lack of supervision or care, 

and unlike any other, is at no extra cost for the needed assist- 

ance. 

In several particulars our Diocese has disappointed us. The 
Church has undoubtedly grown; parishes and missions have in-_ 
creased, but,in matters that are not parochial, younger dioceses 
and even missionary jurisdictions have far outstripped Nebraska. 
Our contributions to the General Domestic and Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society of the Church have been small and by no means 
in proportion to our prosperity and the abundant blessing that 
has attended us. Comparatively little interest is manifested in 
our Diocesan institutions. The Clarkson Memorial Hospital has 
friends, and many send gifts; but in an effort to make it wor- 
thy of the name it bears and to extend its usefulness, there are. 
comparatively few responding with generous benefactions. The 
Episcopal Fund has only had small additions made to it at 
any time by the Diocese itself, and no interest is apparent in 
providing a suitable residence for the resident Bishop. The 
parochial idea is dominant. The welfare, dignity and devel- 
opment of that which has a more general claim less conscien- 
tiously considered. Is it not possible that this can be changed and 
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a right ehibartion be given, no longer allowing the less to sup- 
plant in our minds our duty to the greater? 

The work of the Church in its outward life centers around the 
Episcopate and the unit is the Diocese, and, consequently, it is 
an imperfect and unworthy conception of duty to limit our vision 
to the Parish or the support of our Rector. 

We long since ceased to be a youug Diocese, or the pecun- 
iary condition of our people feeble. It is twenty years ago at 
this time since you elected your second Diocesan Bishop, and in 
these years abundant prosperity has been manifested in the 
development of the Diocese; but statistics will show that self- 
help has never been commensurate with our apparent ability. 
We have always been looking for some one to do our duty. The 
day has passed when Nebraska, with any self-respect, can seek 
aid in her Church work by appealing to those beyond our bor- 
ders. We must do it ourselves. We must now give of our abun- 
dance. 

The Diocese is to be congratulated that so many parishes 
have made heroic efforts to discharge mortgage or floating 
debts. It is a serious mistake to incur debt in Church matters ; 
and possibly stronger language might be used, when there is 
little manly effort made to discharge it; but to have a mortgage 
debt is to.cripple the activities of the parish, to deaden the spir- 
itual life and to weaken the power of the parish as an instru- 
mentality for good. No congregation is justified in allowing 
any vestry that represents it, to embarrass the parish by an in- 
cumbrance of a mortgage upon its property, which if the Church 
is consecrated is illegal,.without the consent of the Bishop; 
or, in my judgment, in permitting the current expenses to ex- 
ceed its reasonable expectation of revenue. 


Here I may properly refer to the responsibility of the par- 
ishoners who are entitled to vote at the Annual Parish Meeting 
for Wardens and Vestrymen, for an attendance and an active 
interest in all that pertains to the temporal and spiritual welfare 
of the parish; in other words, to select the best Christian men 
in the parish to have charge of the temporalities—for beyond 
these duties they have no authority—to become familiar with the 
condition of the treasury, the fabric and all things else by which 
the Canons of the Church are placed in charge of the parochial 
officers. Here, too, I may add, that in every well ordered 
parish, the vestry meetings are statedly held and the work re- 
quired to be done wisely divided so that committees may regular- 
ly report what has been, or needs to be, accomplished. It 
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surely requires no injunction that these meetings, as well as all 
other conferences. connected with God’s Church, should be 
opened by prayer, whether a priest is present or the warden pre- 
sides. Its propriety, if not its necessity, admits of no question; 
and those who would be indifferent are disqualified to serve as 
officers in the Divine Kingdom. 

I have not referred to many obligations that are laid upon 
us by the General Church, as the ‘‘Apportionment Plan,’’ the 
““American Church Building Fund Commission,’’ the ‘‘ Canonical 
Offerings,’’ which by our ordination vows, whether the people 
will hear or whether they will forbear, we are required to make. 
Doubtless the Coadjutor Bishop will exhort you with reference 
to them and I beg you to earnestly heed his words of wisdom. 

I must consume the time and space that remain in referring 
to a subject that has had for some time a place in my most ser- 
ious thought as regards the duty of the Church,and especially at 
the present when the Faith once for all delivered to the saints 
is assailed and our foundations shaken, and that is our special 
responsibility for baptized children in the way of catechetical 
instruction. The Divine Master, whose servants we are, more 
than once commanded us to feed His lambs, and the Church of 
Christ, informed by the Holy Spirit has not only taught us 
how this may best bedone, but by rubric and Canon has enjoined 
upon us the doing of it. 

It is to be feared that there are those who neither by cat- 
echizing, nor in any other way regularly and systematically 
teaching the little ones of their flock, fulfil the commandment > 
of the Master, ‘‘Feed My lambs.’’ 


The Catechist is, in a special sense, asower who goes forth 
to sow. On every side of us the Enemy is busy sowing his tares 
and the Clergy must see to it that the Church is not negligent in 
sowing good seed. But the work is to sow the seed, not to 
gather the harvest. It is therefore preeminently a work of 
faith. It needs a heart full of hope. It is in some respects a 
hidden work; it lacks the prestige of preaching to a large con- 
gregation. There is no work in which we may more easily be 
discouraged. We think of gathering fruit, rather than of scat- 
tering seed, and when we see no immediate results, we are dis- 
posed to try some other method than the appointed way of the 
Church. We devise all manner of services for the children, as 
alas! we seek to draw the people to listen to our eloquence by 
elaborate musical programs or the advertisement of a special solo- 
ist or some sensational topic for our discourse. The attendance 
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may be large, for a time, and the children and the people may 
be pleased, and we may speak of the effort as a success, but 
success or failure can only be estimated in consideration of the 
object which is in view. If it is merely to please and attract 
that our commission is given and we have no higher estimate of 
our duty and its discharge, the sooner we find place for our 
selfish conception of the ministerial office outside the church, 
the better. If it be our duty to sow in your hearts the seed of 
eternal life, to implant in their minds and in their memories the 
great principles of the Christian faith, to build them up on the 
sure foundations of the Catholic Church, then what seems to be 
success may be in reality failure. 

I am not depreciating a bright and joyous service for child- 
ren when it is used, as was our wont some years ago, to mark 
some festival of the church. We need to impress the teachings 
of the holy seasons by these means; but the steady, persistent 
work of Christian instruction is done in a very different way. 


There is no manual that can be made as a substitute for the 
Catechism of the Church. It is wonderful in its arrangement. 
It is a thesaurus of theological instruction, it is a safeguard 
against vagueness and indefiniteness of religious belief. It may 
be said,and it is true that many of the answers in the Catechism 
are above the comprehension of the child. This is a character- 
istic of all instruction in the things of God, even in the most ad- 
vanced stages of the spiritual life. It was so with the teaching 
of our Lord himself even in relation to His Apostles. Nothing 
can be more foolish than the objection which we hear now and 
then that the children only learn these things by rote; for the 
words are like precious seeds which for a long time lie appar- 
ently useless and lifeless in the ground and only show signs of 
vitality when under later influences there springs up ‘‘first the 
blade, then the ear and after that the full corn in the ear.’’ In 
my judgment, it is of the utmost importance that the children 
should be taught the ‘‘ipissima verba’’ of the Catechism. No 
doubt the utmost possible explanation and definition of words 
which the child is capable of receiving should be given, but we 
must not substitute an answer: for that which the church has 
given. . we . 

I have no doubt there are those who would desire more defi- 
nite and practical directions in regard to this solemn duty which 
as priests they owe to the flock. I would say, have competent 
teachers to aid in preparing the children for the monthly public 
instruction before the congregation and in the Church. Let 
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scriptural texts be given for the teaching of the answers, let 
illustration so far as possible, unfold its meaning; make the 
hymns that are frequently interspersed emphasize the truth we 
would impress upon the mind and heart. Come after having been 
with Jesus yourself and feed the lambs of His flock with His 
truth. If your heart is aglow with His love and a sense of 
your accountability, there will be no service you can render to 
the flock committed to your care that will give more comfort and 
holy joy to your own soul and help to both the sheep and the 
lambs, as the unfolding of that instruction which the Church 
Catechism contains. The future of the Church and of the State 
depends, in my judgment, upon how conscientiously and faith- 
fully we discharge this duty. The great value of the Cathecism 
to the Church is that it unfolds a definite faith. 


The desire sometimes expressed to dispense with dogma is 
based upon a most ignorant conception of the nature of Divine 
truth and of the spiritual life. It is as foolish as it would be 
to desire to build a house .without foundations and without 
scaffolding. The end of all Christian doctrine is Christian life; 
but the life must be established upon the doctrine if it is to be 
established at all. I can see no other way to meet the peril to 
everlasting salvation to which the young at this time are pecul- 
larly exposed, than by definite religious teaching systematically 
given in the way the Church in her wisdom has provided. 
Doubtless it involves labor and the co-operation of parents, 
patience and tact in securing the exalted purpose to be had in 
view. But what does our ordination mean if our service is 
not thus characterized? 

It may be said with little possibility of serious contradic- 
tion that if we are to ‘‘contend earnestly for the Faith,’’ the 
same definite and systematic teaching should characterize the 
teaching from the pulpit: the feeding of the sheep as the feeding 
of the lambs of the flock. We are to declare ‘‘the whole coun- 
sel of God.’’ But for the most part is not the teaching of the 
pulpit desultory and fragmentary? The Christian year provides 
a scheme which, if followed, would give method and order to 
the unfolding of the Gospel of our salvation. How wholly in- 
consecutive and ,in many cases merely haphazard is the teach- 
ing, if, indeed, we may use that term at all. Those committed 
to our spiritual care may be interested, possibly attracted, by 
our sermons, but are they edified? Are they ‘‘stablished in 
the faith’’ so that when the day of trouble comes, when the in- 
sidious voice of the seducer is heard to draw them away from 
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the truth as it is in Jesus our Lord, they are able to give a 
reason for the hope that is in them? Are they not rather an 
easy prey to heresy or to schism, to doubt or to dispair? 

My beloved brethren of the Clergy, may it not be well 
that we should meditate now: upon the words of exhortation 
which we have heard at the most solemn moment of our lives, 
when we pledged ourselves for service, and God heard our 
vows and registered them ‘‘in the book of His remembrance?’’ 

Listen again: ‘‘See that you never cease your labor, your 
care and your diligence, until you have done all that lieth in 
you, according to your bounden duty to bring all such as are 
or shall be committed to your charge unto that agreement 
in the faith and knowledge of God and to that ripeness and per- 
fectness of age in Christ that there be no place left among you 
-either for error in your religion or for viciousness in life.’”’ 

The hope for the future of the Church and perpetuity of 
the faith is in fidelity to the command of One we are bound to 
obey: ‘‘Feed My Lambs.’’ To this exalted duty and sacred 
privilege I commend you with our Apostolic blessing, realiz- 
ing that your ultimate salvation as well as those under your 
spiritual care, may depend upon the recognition of the obliga- 
tion and its faithful performance.

F—The Bishop Coadjutor’s Annual Address. . 


Dear Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 


Once more it is our privilege and duty to meet together in 
Annual Council, the thirty-seventh since the organization of 
the Diocese, and the twentieth since the consecration of our 
honored Diocesan. 


We are to review the accomplishments of the past year and 
to take order for the work of the year that is opening out be- 
fore us. | 


We have knelt together at the Altar of our Incarnate Lord 
in the greatest of all acts of worship, the Holy Eucharist, and 
we have listened to the living message of one of God’s mission- 
ary priests, as he told the thrilling story of the Church’s work 
in the Mission field of far-off China, now the battle ground 
of the contending armies of two great world powers, who 
seek territorial aggrandizement for their own covetous ends. 
Whatever may be the outcome of the war now waging in Corea 
and Manchuria, this one thing is certain: God reigns and will. 
yet overrule the policies and plans of the two contending nations 
for His own gracious purposes. Human passions, human greed 
and human ambitions may seem for a while to triumph, § but in 
the end, God’s rule prevails, and the Prince of Peace, through _ 
His Church, will yet reign in those heathen lands, now given over 
to the lowest forms of paganism. 


The thoughts that gather round this meeting of our Council 
have a_ backward look, as well as a forward one. We who are 
charged with the dread responsibility of Christian stewardship, 
each in his own degree, must take into account, in the general 
result of our work for Christ and His Church, the many failures 
of the past year, due to our ignorance, our indifference, our sel- 
fishness and our want of a living and vital faith in the promises 
of God. Pride, indifference, covetousness, self-seeking have 
no place in God’s plan of worship and service in His Church; 
yet, like the baser metals, how difficult they are to separate 
from the gold in the ore of our poor human nature! May God for- 
give us for the failures and mistakes of the past years, and may 
our hearts and consciences be cleansed from all selfishness. So 
shall we be only solicitious for peace, unity and efficiency in the 
great work to which we are pledged—that of building up the 
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Church of our Incarnate Lord, and in establishing His Reign 
in the hearts and lives of men. 


The year just closed records the entrance into Life Eternal 
of five Bishops of the Church. Taken from the responsibilities 
and cares of their Apostolic, but not too highly appreciated 
office, they rest from their labors and their works do follow them. 

Bishop Clark was the first Constitutional Presiding Bishop 
of the Church on the creation of that office in 1901. For more 
than sixty years he was a notable figure in the Church’s life. 
A man of saintly character, able, practical, he gave to the 
Church the benefit of his clear mind and large heart up to the 
very end of a long life of more than ninety years. 


Bishop Starkey, of Newark, was a prelate of whom it could 
be said: ‘‘He was a faithful steward,a man who above all things 
was diligent in his business.’’ He was by nature and by his © 
office a Bishop of the ‘‘Ordinal type.’’ He never sought to 
evade any of the restrictions or requirements of his holy office, 
and he ‘‘never forgot the solemn contract that he made with the 
people of the Church of God to conform his life to the ideal of 
the Ordinal, contained in our Book of Common Prayer, with his 
utmost ability and strength.’’ 


On Monday, December 7th, 1903, James Addison Ingle, 
Missionary Bishop of Hankow, entered into life after an 
episcopate of a little less than two years. Who of us 
‘will ever forget that brief and thrilling message which 
flashed the sad news from China, ‘‘Ingle, fervently praying 
for all, died with fever, peacefully, Monday.’’? Young, 
ardent he went to his apostolic work in the spirit of self-sacrifice 
and devotion, and the work under him was growing and develop- 
ing. ‘‘Then suddenly comes the call of the Master to go up 
higher. He died, praying for all, praying for his flock whom 
he and other consecrated missionaries had lifted up out of the 
depths of sin and ignorance and superstition to the Father’s 
house; praying for his fellow workers, Chinese and American; 
praying for this American Church of ours which had sent him; 
praying that God would fill it with a more true missionary 
spirit. Such a life surely must be an inspiration to all of us, 
who are entrusted with the extension of Christ’s Kingdom 
throughout the world.’’ . 


For many years I had enjoyed an intimate acquaintance 
with Bishop Leonard. I never knew a more patient, cheerful 
and uncomplaining soul. Consecrated as Missionary Bishop 
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of one of the most difficult and discouraging jurisdictions in the 
Church, he never uttered a complaint, but toiled on from year 
to year, enduring hardness as a good soldier of Jesus Christ, 
until called to his reward. The Spirit of Missions well says: 
‘‘Surely there is a lesson for the Church in the death of 
a man like Bishop Leonard. Is she allowing some of her mis- 
sion field leaders to spend themselves in her service too freely? 
Is God, in taking them to Himself, trying to remind us of their 
worth and our forgetfulness in allowing them to bear alone the 
burdens we might easily lighten?’’ 


Bishop Dudley’s exceptional gifts as a preacher and 
speaker made him .a power in the Church. I love to think of 
him as the friend of the Negro, and for their education and 
evangelization he gave the best energies of his life. He never 
feared to champion their cause. He recognized them not only 
as citizens of our country, but more than that, as worthy of 
membership in the Church. He was right when he said that he 
could not conceive of the Holy Catholic Church, of which he 
was a bishop, as having no room in it for the Colored people. 


We thank God that during the year death has not- entered 
the ranks of our Clergy. But I cannot let this occasion pass 
without referring to the departure hence of two dear friends of 
mine, whom many of you knew and loved. 


Colin C. Tate, priest, was indeed a man of God, a man of 
simple piety, a gentleman, a man whose every thought breathed 
a spirit of Chritian charity. But. he was a man also of intense 
convictions. He believed in the Catholic Faith with all his 
heart and soul. It was his life. Reared and educated under 
the influence of Kemper and DeKoven, he was an ambassador 
of Christ with a clear cut message to men. And men loved him 
and listened to him, because he loved them and taught them the 
Faith, and not his opinions. He was my assistant during the 
last year of my rectorship of Christ Church, Chicago, and I 
learned from him many, never to be forgotten lessons. ; 


Clinton Locke, Priest and Doctor of Divinity, was a rare 
and unique man, a man whose humor was warm and mellow, and 
whose wit was always kind. The record of his life is the record 
of Grace Church, Chicago, and of that noble charity, St. Luke’s 
Hospital, which he founded. Next to his Bishop he was to the — 
very last the leader of the Church in Chicago. An eloquent 
preacher and a ripe scholar, he was also for thirty-six years a 
devoted pastor to the people of his great parish. The last years 
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of his life were years of suffering, endured with that sublime 
fortitude and Christian resignation which were characteristic of 
his life. 


And this ‘‘roll of remembrance’’ would be incomplete with- 
out a loving tribute to the memories of those of our laity who 
have gone before us with the sign of the Faith. F. W. Hayes, 
long time warden of St. James, Fremont; Dr. N. H. Brown, for 
‘many years a vestryman of the same parish; James Smith, 
warden of Trinity, Monroe; Mrs. Sisler, of Trinity, Geneva; and 
Mrs. Bouldin, of St. Mark’s, Florence, and others whose names 
are inscribed upon our parish registers, and in God’s Book of 
Remembrance; who in their day and generation served the Lord 
Christ with singleness of heart. We have lost them but for a 
little while, but we ‘‘sorrow not, even as others which have no 
hope; for. if we believe that Jesus died and rose again, even so 
them also which sleep in Jesus will God bring with Him.”’ 

‘*Give rest to the souls of our fathers and brethren that 
have heretofore slept in Christ, O Lord, our God, remembering 
especially those whom today we keep in memory.’’

Clarkson Memorial Hospital. 


It is a fact well known to the people of the Diocese that 
the demands upon the Hospital have far outgrown the facilities 
afforded by the present building, and that means must be pro- 
vided to enlarge this institutional work of mercy if we are to do 
our whole duty to the suffering and needy. The Hospital is our 
only Diocesan Charity, and well deserves our offerings, our int- 
erest and our sympathies. The report of the manager is very 
encouraging and reveals the pleasing information that many free 
patients have been the recipients of the Hospital’s ministra- 
tions. Whatever criticisms may be made on the work of the 
Hospital, they should be tempered by the knowledge that a per- 
fect system of administration cannot be successfully put into 
operation inasmall building which is known to be inadequate to 
the needs of present conditions. When the new addition is 
completed, it is the intention of the Board of Trustees to make 
such changes and improvements in methods of administration 
and government, as will bring the Hospital into line with the 
best managed Church hospitals in the country. Plans are now 
being carefully considered, and the Board of Trustees are 
much cheered and encouraged by the subscriptions which are 
coming in from the friends of the Hospital for the erection of 
the new building. 
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Brownell Hall. 


Brownell Hall has had a very prosperous year and contin- 
ues to do effective work in the field of Christian Education. By 
the intention of its founders, declared explicitly in its Articles 
of Incorporation, Brownell Hall is a Church school. The Bishop 
of Nebraska is the President of the Board of Trustees, and has 
sole charge of the religious teaching. He it is who directs 
what form of instruction shall be given in the department of 
religion. Of my own personal knowledge I can testify to the 
growing usefulness of the school as a missionary agency. Daily 
services are conducted in St. Matthias’ Church, the chapel 
of the school, by the devoted chaplain. Under the direction of 
the Bishop, the principal, the chaplain and several of the teach- 
ers conduct Bible Classes and systematic instruction in the 
Cathecism and Prayer Book is’given. A class was carefully 
instructed and presented to the Bishop Coadjutor for the Sacra- 
ment of Confirmation at his visitation-in March. A splendid 
Junior Auxiliary meets weekly, has made many articles for the 
Hospital, and has presented $50.00 to the Bishop Coadjutor for 
our Diocesan Mission work. 


It should be remembered that a very large majority of the 
pupils are not Church girls. In many instances they are 
ignorant of the Church and her teachings when they enter the 
school. It requires the exercise of care and discretion in 
presenting to them individually the teachings of the Church, 
and due consideration must be given to the wishes of non- 
Church parents in the matter of definite Church instruction. 
I have the greatest confidence in the wisdom and purpose of 
those who are placed in authority by the Board of Trustees, and 
the Board of Trustees, as a body, are determined that Brownell 
Hall shall be known increasingly from year to year as a Church 
School, devoted to the education of girls in the principles of our 
Holy religion. 

On behalf of the Bishop, the Principal and the Board of 
Trustees, I extend a cordial invitation to the members of the 
Council to visit Brownell Hall before leaving the city. Espec- 
ially do I urge the members of the Committee on Christian 
Education to meet the principal, and discuss with her those mat- 
ters which come within the scope of their report to this Council. 


We should be very thankful to those in immediate charge of 
the school for the devotion and ability they have shown in bring- 
ing Brownell Hall up to its present high standard of excellence.

The Woman’s Auxiliary. 


Yesterday the Woman’s Auxiliary, with its subordinate 
branch, the Junior Auxiliary, held its annual meeting. What 
an inspiration and source of strength this body of consecrated 
workers has become to the Diocese! What would we do with- 
out this organization? It is the right arm of the Church. 
The monthly meetings, the quarterly and annual meet- 
ings, the full representation of delegates from all the branches 
of the Diocese, the interesting reports of work done, the inspir- 
ing missionary addresses, the offerings and pledges for Domestic 
and Foreign work, the United Offering, Diocesan Missions, 
the parish and home work, the boxes for missionaries and their 
families, what a privilege our women should feel that they are 
associated in work and organization with Church women in every 
Diocese and District in the American Church by membership in 
the Nebraska Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary to the Board of 
Missions, thus lifting up their aims and aspirations to a higher 
sphere, and giving dignity and effectiveness to their labors.

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The University House 


This year marks the beginning of the long projected work 
amongst the 2,500 students of our State University at Lincoln. 

It is not necessary here to explain the well-known fact that 
the University, like all other schools under State control, i 
not allowed to include the teaching of religion in its curriculum. — 
We of the Church of God may fault the system to our heart’s 
content. We may believe, as we should, that a godless educa- 
tion means in the end a lowering of the standard of morals and 
righteous living. Yet the condition exists, and we must take 
account of it, and set in operation from without such spiritual 
and social agencies of the Church, as will help to counteract 
those influences which are hostile to religion. We have in the 
University a large body of earnest and ambitious young men and 
women, with little religious instruction at the age when they 
most need it. We have possibly one hundred young men and 
women communicants from the different parts of the state, who 
are members of the student body. As Churchmen we hold that 
the Gospel entrusted to us for the blessing, the uplifting and 
the salvation of men, is the best for the American people, and 
yet how little we are doing to bring the Church into close rela- 
tion with the great secular colleges and universities throughout 
the country. Here at Lincoln is our opportunity, and the field is 
ripe for the harvest. 

The work cannot be undertaken by a parish alone, 
but must be Diocesan in its character. It must be sup- 
ported by the gifts and co-operation of the Diocese—not as a 
matter of charity, but of wisdom. It is a pleasure as well as a 
privilege, to report that a lot next to the new S. Luke’s Church 
has been secured for the sum of $1,500 and that through the 
help of friends in Chicago, Lincoln and Omaha I have paid some 
$800 on the purchase price, leaving $700 still unpaid. 
Both this lot and St. Luke’s church are within one block of the 
University on the principal street in North Lincoln, facing the 
Campus. No better location can be found for the work we pro- 
pose, with God’s blessing, to undertake. Some day, when the 
means are provided—how or from whom I do not yet know—it 
is planned to erect on this lot a Church University House or 
Hall, where the work and character of the Church may be shown 
in fee true relation to whatever is for the good of men and the 
glory of God. Here lectures will be given on the Catholic char- 
acter and claims of the Church; on the evidences of revealed re- 
ligion, and on all subjects connected with our history, our wor- 
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ship and our work. Here the students may meet socially, and be 
made to feel the reality of our Christian fellowship and our in- 
terest in their welfare. Here will be a library for the lending 
of books and their discussion. Here will be a learned resident 
priest to minister to those who need his care and oversight, and to 
answer the questions of those who are troubled with religious doubts 
and difficulties. Here also will live our Postulants for Holy 
Orders, who are taking the literary course in the University, and 
who, under the direction of the head of the house will form an As- 
sociate Mission for mission work in the parish and neighboring 
towns. 

Moreover, we have already made the venture as a matter of 
faith and as atrial experiment. A house was rented last 
September, and there are living in it the Rector of St. Luke’s 
and some ten or twelve University boys. Four of these men are 
Postulants, three from this Diocese and one from the District’ 
of Laramie. It is serving very successfully a three-fold purpose 
—a home for Church students, a headquarters’ for work among 
the student body,and a sort of Associate Mission for work in and 
about Lincoln. Through the kindness of our beloved Bishop, 
the house was equipped with the necessary furnishings and it 
has been nearly self-supporting. There will be a deficit this 
year of about $100, for which I am personally responsible and 
for which I have no funds in hand to meet. Bishop Graves is 
deeply interested in the movement, and will do all he can to 
aid us. The House is for the use of the whole State of Nebras- 
ka,not this Diocese alone,and we gladly welcome Bishop Graves’ 
‘co-operation and assistance. 


Courts of Appeal. 


Last year a communication was received from the secretary 
of the Diocese of Milwaukee rquesting this Council to unite with 
the Council of that Diocese in a memorial to the General Conven- 
tion with reference to the establishment of Extra-Diocesan 
Courts of Appeal. The communication did not receive the at- 
tention of the last Council because of the all-absorbing 
subject of the ‘‘Change of Name.’’ It will, therefore, come 
before you at this time, and should receive your careful consid- 
eration. Personally, I am strongly in favor of the establish- 
ment of such a Court of Appeals, and I wonder that the General 
Convention should have postponed so long such legislation for 
the correction of errors which we all know do exist in our pres- 
ent system. 
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Missionary Conference Sixth Missionary District. 


The second Missionary Conference of the Sixth Missionary 
District meets in Omaha on January 19th, 1905. At the first 
Conference held in Kansas City last January, a Committee on 
program was elected, consisting of the Bishop Coadjutor of 
Nebraska, chairman; the Very Rev. Carroll M. Davis, dean 
of Christ Church Cathedral, St. Louis, secretary; and the clerical 
and lay deputies to the General Convention to be elected by the 
Diocese of Nebraska in May 1904. ee 

It is a great honor to have its Conference meet with us in 
this Gate City, the very centre of the vast territory comprising 
the Dioceses of Missouri, West Missouri, Iowa, Minnesota, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, Colorado, and the Missionary Districts of North 
Dakota, South Dakota, Laramie, Montana, Salina and Duluth. — 
The value of this conference to the Clergy, the parishes and 
missions, to the people of this city and the Diocese at large can- 
not be overestimated. The enthusiasm of large meetings, the 
coming together of so many bishops, clergy and laymen to dis- 
cuss the needs, the problems and responsibilities of work in this 
great district, the helpfulness of combined choirs, the meetings 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary, the Sunday School children’s service, 
the grand missionary mass meeting in one of the opera houses, 
the able addresses and sermons, the large and generous offerings 
for Church extension, the certainty that many hearts will be 
awakened to pray and labor for missions, should thrill this Di- 
ocese with new life and power for the work of our Incarnate 
Lord. It will be competent for this Council to appoint the 
proper committees to take order for the entertainment of del- 
egates, time and place of meetings, and all details necessary to 
make this Conference the best and most successful ever held. 


Apportionment. for General Missions. 


The apportionment for Domestic and Foreign Missions is 
not a tax nor an assessment, neither is it a measure of our abil- 
ity. It is not a limit for our contributions, but it is a minimum 
amount asked for from parish and individual offerings in the Di- 
ocese, based upon current expenses. 

I regret exceedingly that our offerings this year for the 
General Missionary work of the Church have fallen below those 
of last year. Last year we paid a little over $1,000 on our ap- 
portionment of $1,725.00. This year, up to date, we have sent 
in only about $600 on our apportionment of $1,900. 
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I realize that some of our congregations are quite unable to 
meet all the reapportionment made on them, but I am sad at 
heart over the indifference shown by others to this plain Christ- 
ian duty. Why is it that some of the Clergy, year after year, 
refuse to take an offering for General Missions, and thus deprive 
their people of their right to give their money over God’s Altar, 
for the extension of the world-wide Kingdom of Jesus Christ? 
Fully realizing the local responsibilities which rest upon our 
Clergy and their respective congregations, I would further ask 
if the destiny of a congregation or of a Diocese is simply ‘‘self- 
maintenance alone, or is it co-operation to advance the Kingdom 
of Christ? Surely our duty as Christian priests and laymen is 
not self-protection alone, but unity and association with Jesus 
Christ in the life and work of service and redemption.’’ » 

True worship is impossible without the giving of time and 
money as a part of worship. 

The man who entered in his private Cash Book on Saturday, 
‘‘Paid for pug dog, $20.00’’ and on Sunday, ‘‘Paid for Domestic 
and. Foreign Missions, fifty cents,’’ had a conscience after all. 
He saw that he had valued his dog at the rate of $19.50 more 
than an immortal soul, and he made it right the next day. 

If our people could appreciate how dependent the Church is 
upon a fixed and permanent income to do her work in the Gen- 
eral Mission field of the world, I am sure they would be more 
generous and methodical in their.giving towards their parochial 
apportionment. It is no more consistent for the Board of Man- 
agers to run the missionary work of our Domestic and Foreign 
Missionary Society on faith alone, than it is to run a railroad 
or bank without earnings or capital. | We can surely increase 
our offerings and make them larger year by year when we lift 
the whole subject of our apportionment for General Missions 
above the plane of mere prejudice or impulse, and make our 
offerings a loving expression of our devotion and worship. 


The Brotherhood of St. Andrew. 


The Brotherhood of St. Andrew has long been a recognized 
power for good in the work of the Church. Years ago when a 
student in the Western ‘Theological Seminary, Chicago, I had 
charge of a mission which was located on the North Side in a 


‘‘submerged’’ quarter of the city, known as ‘‘Little Hell.’’. | 


It was then that I became:a member of Chapter No.1, St.James’ 
Church, and I still have the badge given me by the Brotherhood 
boys. The men of that Chapter were my Sunday School teach- 
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ers, my choir, my ushers and all around helpers. I shall never 
forget their zeal and devotion. Near the site of the old saloon 
building in which we held. our services, there now stands a 
beautiful and commodious church, made possible to a great ex- 
tent at least by the work of the Brotherhood. During the years 
of my rectorship of Christ Church, Chicago, my chapter of 
the Brotherhood rendered the most loyal and efficient service. 
They never failed me in an emergency, and did more to bring 
men to the services of the Church than any other agency. 
Many a man was brought to a personal knowledge of Christ and 
to the Sacraments through their efforts. That chapter through 
its members is still doing noble work in choir, vestry, Sunday 
School, men’s club, boys’ club and other parochial activities. — 
Why should not such Chapters be duplicated in the parishes of 
Omaha, South Omaha, Lincoln, Nebraska City, Falls City, Be- 
atrice, Columbus, Fremont, Norfolk, Plattsmouth, York and 
other important towns? 

When I came to this Diocese I found the Chapters listed in 
the records either dormant or disbanded. Why, I know not, 
nor do I know the causes which led to such an abandonment of 
Brotherhood work. Only this I know: We are suffering to- 
day from a dearth of men, laymen, in the work of the Diocese, 
and in the work of our parishes and missions. There is plenty 
of. material, but it is not being utilized. It is not being united 
in corporate service in the Church as it should be. Are we in- 
teresting and training our young men in our Sunday Schools, 
Bible Classes, Men’s Clubs, Vestries, Mission Committees and 
various parochial activities, so that they may take the places of 
the older men who are passing on? No, not to the extent that 
we could or should. How many young men.are we sending to 
our Councils to be trained and educated for Diocesan work or 
for the larger work of the Church beyond our boundaries? The 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew is one of the many effective agencies 
through which men may be educated and interested in personal 
service. It can never take the place of worship and Sacraments, 
but it can be made a mighty agency to lead men to worship and 
to Sacraments, and to bind men together ina solidarity of service 
to God and men. 

Take the Cathedral as an example of what might be done 
if the men of that congregation were associated together in a 
Men’s Club or a Brotherhood of St. Andrew. There are living 
in apartment houses, boarding houses or hotels within a radius of 
eight blocks from the Cathedral hundreds of young men, stu- 
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dents, mostly, who are attending the medical colleges, dental 
colleges and commercial schools of the city. They come here 
from all parts of Nebraska, South Dakota and Western Iowa. 
They are strangers in the city and are exposed to the tempta- 
tions’ and allurements incidental to modern city life. A few 
of them are communicants, but a majority are not connected 
with any religious body. Very little is being done to make 
these young men feel that the Christian religion is a vital neces- 
sity in their lives. Until a concerted and determined effort to 
reach them is made by the men of the Cathedral,they are remiss 
in their duty, and the Cathedral is not fulfilling the Divine pur- 
pose for which it was built. 

During the winter months while officiating in the Cathed- 
ral there was an average attendance of about one hundred per- 
sons at the evening service. About thirty of these were young 
men from the neighboring boarding houses, and from personal 
conversation with many of them I discovered the conditions 
described. Of course a congregation must have a leader, and 
little effective work can be done without one. For this and 
many other reasons we shall all rejoice when the Cathedral has 
a Dean. 


_The General Missionary. 


We are very happy in the selection of the General Mission- 
ary, and the work he has already been able to do in the Mis- 
sion field proves that he is a ‘‘good investment’’ for the Dio- 
cese. He will make his own report to the Council, hence it 
will not be necessary for me to go into the details of his exten- 
sive labors. In his three-fold capacity as Secretary of the Di- 
ocese, Clerk of the Chapter and General Missionary, his services 
have been equally acceptable and efficient. He has lightened 
me of many duties and cares in the administration of the Di- 
ocese; he is a most ‘congenial fellow-worker, and is always 
ready to follow my counsel and direction. His untiring energy 
and practical common sense have made him very successful in 
opening new missions or in building up those which were run 
down. Fairbury is an instance of the first and Auburn of the 
second. His work in Fairbury marks the beginning of a ‘‘for- 
ward movement’’ in our Mission work, made possible by our 
Apportionment system for Diocesan Missions. One by one we 
must enter into and occupy the thirteen county seats in the Di- 
ocese as yet untouched by the Church. Fairbury is a fine pros- 
perous town of over 4,000 population. It has: the repair shops 
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of the Rock Island system, and is also a division point of that 
great railway. One year ago Fairbury was a ‘‘walled city’’ to 
us. Today the gates are open. We have a brave little band of 
people, a Sunday school, a Woman’s Auxiliary—twenty-one have 
been confirmed and there are about thirty communicants.  Ser- 
vices are held in a-hall, but the faithful women of the congrega- 
tion have earned $225 which will be used for the purchase of a 
desirable lot for the future church. At Auburn there has been 
such a revival in interest that the transformation is quite re- 
markable. The old church has been painted and repaired, the 
interior tastefully decorated, new choir stalls have been placed 
in the choir, a new chancel and vestibule have been added and 
all bills paid. The successful work of the General Missionary 
at Fairbury and Auburn leads me to speak of 


The Apportionment, for Diocesan Missions. 


I believe that in the Apportionment System we have found 
the minimum basis for all needs of the Church, for the main- 
tenance and extension of her work in the Diocese, in the Do- 
mestic field and throughout the world. 

For the first time since my Bishop lovingly placed the ad- 
ministration of the Diocese in my hands, we have been able to 
engage the services of a General Missionary, maintain our mis- 
sion clergy in the field, increase the average salaries paid them, 
provide for the filling of vacancies and open up work in new 
places. While it is true that some of our congregations paid no 
attention to the Canon requiring the taking of quarterly offer- 
ings, and while it is true that failure to do so was a cause 
of much inconvenience and anxiety to the Bishop Coadjutor and 
Board of Missions,the Apportionment Plan adopted by the Coun- 
cil last year has given us a definite sum of money to depend 
upon in doing our work. When people know how much they are 
required to pay for the support of the Church they generally 
pay it. In our own case the action of the Council has brought 
‘in the main a hearty response from our congregations. I be- 


lieve our people are beginning to feel a conscious concern, a 


deeper sense of responsibility, and a realizing sense that unless 
the various funds needed: are supplied, some of the very essen- 
tial purposes of our existence as a Church are defeated and some 
of the essential supports of the Church are weakened. It must 
not be forgotten that unless our congregations one and all con- 
tribute to all the objects supported by: the Church, the Church is 
powerless to sustain her work and must -suffer.the.shame and 
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mortification of seeing her legitimate growth retarded by rea- 
son of the negligence and indifference of her own children. A 
failure to re-enact the resolution of last year’s Council would be 
to take a step. backward. 

I think it would be an excellent plan to have the Secretary 
send out at the beginning of each Councilar year a notice to each 
congregation giving the dates for all Canonical offerings, and 
the several amounts due on the Diocesan fund, the Diocesan Mis- 
sionary Apportionment, and the Apportionment for Domestic 
and Foreign Missions. 


Work in the Diocese. 


This has been a very busy year and on the whole a. satis- 
factory year. We have had some valuable additions to our 
clerical family and few clerical changes. More priests are at 
work in the Diocese than at any time since my consecration. 
Only three places, the Cathedral, Fremont and Ashland are va- 
cant, and the two latter parishes have rectors in prospect. To 
have a Diocese fully manned with earnest consecrated priests 
united and harmonious in all their relations with their Bishops 
and their people, is a condition which calls out my deepest feel- 
ing out of gratitude to God. And on the part of our people, I be- 
lieve there is less of that fault-finding, unsympathetic and exact- 
ing attitude towards the clergy and towards each other, which has 
been the cause of so many clerical changes in the past. Unity 
is. the basis of growth in the Kingdom of God, and I am confi- 
dent that much of the progress which we have made in the past 
year is due to the kindly spirit which pervades our congrega- 
- tions. My visitations have been without exception profitable 
and delightful, and I have left each parish or mission with the 
feeling that the Blessed Spirit is slowly, but surely enlightening 
the hearts and consciences of our laity and leading them to a 
clearer conception of their duty to God, to their clergy and to 
each other. Truly I can think of all my brethren, both clergy 
and laity, and say with St. Paul: ‘‘These only are my fellow 
workers unto the Kingdom of God, which have been a comfort 
unto me.’’ 

I am thankful to say that without a single interruption 
I have been able to give all my time and energies to the work 
of the Diocese. I have traveled some 10,000 miles and held ser- 
vices in every church but those at Wilber and Nemaha. I have 
made 161 visitations, 63 of them officially; 416 receiving the 
_ lesser Sacrament of Confirmation. 


46 Lhirty-seventh Annual Council 


The new St. Luke’s, Lincoln, is the only church edifice 
erected during the past year, and was opened for worship on 
Easter Day. It is,a very churchly structure, and with the lot 
and furnishings is valued at $9,500. An indebtedness of $3,500 
remains on the property, which the growing congregation can 
easily care for. St. Luke’s is now the second parish in our 
Capital City, and, like Holy Trinity, has a large field to cover. 
Holy Trinity has reduced its indebtedness by $1,150 and has ex- 
pended some $860 in the improvement of the rectory. St. 
Thomas’, Falls City, is entirely free from debt, the balance of 
the old indebtedness having been paid off at Easter. The rector 
of All Saint’s, Omaha, is now comfortably housed in the most 
commodious and substantial rectory in the Diocese. The rec- 
tory of St. Augustine’s, DeWitt, is being enlarged by the addi- 
tion of three rooms at an expense of $90), for which the funds / 
are in hand. The vestry of St. Stephen’s, Ashland, are im- / 
proving the rectory at an expense of $300. The sum of $500 has / 
been expended in beautifying the walls and ceiling of Trinity / 
Church, Norfolk. St. Peter’s, Neligh, has a new chancel car-/ 
pet, litany desk and Altar rail. The rectory also hag 
been painted and repaired. St. Mark’s rectory, Florence, is a 
little gem, built without debt at a cost of $1,000. The Parish 
House of St. Andrew’s, Omaha, has a new and commodious base- 
ment and other improvements, costing $1,200. New pews, 
pulpit and choir stalls at Christ Church, Central City,and a new 
cement walk in front of the church represent an expenditure of 
$600. A fine brick basement for Sunday School and choir 
rooms has been built under Grace Church, Hartington, at a cost 
of $500, and the lots are being filled up to grade. St. James’, 
Fremont, has been newly shingled, and many improvements on 
the interior are planned. Trinity Church, York, has $500 in 
hand for a new rectory and Holy Cross, Tekamah about $230 for 
the building of a new church. Steps are being taken for the 
erection of new rectories at St. Thomas’, Falls City; Christ 
Church, Beatrice; St. Philip, the Deacon, and the Good Shepherd, 
Omaha. A new two manual pipe organ is now being built for 
the Good Shepherd, Omaha, and the rectory at Trinity, Cedar 
Rapids, is being enlarged and improved, for which the vestry 
have raised $500. In all some $25,000 have been raised the past 
year for the building or betterment of churches, rectories and 
Church property. With the exception of $500, all this money 
has been given by the people themselves, and is truly an indi- 
cation that we are learning to practice more and more the duty 
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of Diocesan self-support. About $12,000 also have been paid on 
parochial mortgages, and floating indebtedness, thus making more 
secure the property and resources of the Diocese.

NOTE—The management is unable to report the num- 
ber of days of charity given during the first half of the 
year as the records of the Directress of Nurses for 
that period are incomplete. 


The Hospital has finished another year of satisfactory work. 
The training school for nurses, established several years 
ago, continues its good work. During the past twelve months we 


have graduated six young women and have enrolled five proba-- ° 


tioners. 

The pce of our accommodations to carry on the 
work as presented to us is a daily reminder of the needs of a 
new Hospital, the erection of which, so long contemplated, 
seems now nearer at hand. The accepted plans of the building 
are in the Architect’s office, with instructions to secure bids 
from contractors, and by mid-summer it is expected that the 
work will be well under way. The funds availiable, however, 
are not sufficient to complete and furnish the building desired. 

To secure the amount necessary for this purpose, it is earnestly 
hoped that the good people of Nebraska interested in the exten- 
sion ef the Hospital will respond liberally to our appeals for aid. 
Builidng material and labor being much higher than in former 
years, estimate of cost has much exceeded our expectations. 

We very much regret to announce the resignation of our 
Manager, Mrs. Poppleton, which was presented at a meeting of 
the Trustees in October last, when the following resolution was 
unanimously adopted: 


‘‘That in accepting Mrs. Poppleton’s resignation as 
Manager of the Hospital, the Board of Trustees desire 
to express their appreciation of her services. Mrs. 
Poppleton has for many years taken a deep interest in 
the Hospital, not only as a Director and Treasurer of 
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the Institution, but in the active management. She 
was the most confidential associate and adviser of 
Mrs. Clarkson during her life, and rendered most eff- 
cient service. Since undertaking the duties of Man- 
ager she has been devoted to the interests of the 
Institution and has been wise and efficient in all 
respects. The Trustees regret exceedingly that she 
has felt compelled to withdraw from the position of 
Manager, and they are gratified to know that she will 
continue to act as Treasurer and as a Trustee.’’ 


Later in the fall, in anticipation of a prolonged absence 
from the city, Mrs. Poppleton resigned the office of Treasurer. 
We again desire to express to our many friends in the Dio- 
cese our appreciation of their generous Harvest Home donations ; 
and to the ladies of the various parishes of the City who have 
so graciously given their labor and oftentimes their means in 
keeping the linen supply equal to the heavy demand upon it, we 
would add another word of grateful acknowledgement.

To the Secretary of the Diocese of Nebraska. 

Dear Sir:—I hereby beg to inform you officially that at the 
recent Annual Council of the Diocese of Milwaukee, held at the 
Cathedral, Milwaukee, September 16th-17th, the following pre- 
amble and resolutions were unanimously adopted, viz. : 


‘“Whereas, Recent events that have been widely pub- 
lished and discussed in the public press, have illus- 
trated anew the grave evils resulting from the neglect 
in this Church to make canonical provision for extra 
diocesan Courts of Appeals in cases of the trial of a 
clergyman; a neglect that renders both the minister — 
who may be defendant, and the Bishop who may act 
as trial judge or may pronounce sentence after trial, 
liable to the gravest injustice or suspicion of injus- 
tice, by reason of the impossibility of granting or 
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receiving a new trial upon appeal to a higher court ; 
therefore be it 

‘‘Resolved, That the Diocese of Milwaukee, 
which has happily been free from any instances of the 
trial of any of her clergy for a long term of years, 
earnestly petitions General Convention to grant some 
form of relief, by provision for extra-diocesan Courts 

of Appeals, for the protection alike of the Bishops and 

the other clergy of this Church; and 

Resolved, further, that such relief can, in the 
opinion of this Diocese, be most satisfactorily effected 

by means of a wise provision for the grouping of Dio- 

ceses and Missionary Districts together in a provin- 

cial system designed to embrace the whole country, 

by due provision of Canon, according to the terms of 

Article VII. of the Constitution; and 

Resolved, That the Secretarry of the Council be 

and is hereby instructed to communicate this action

Report of Board of Equalization. ., 


On Thursday, May 12th, 1904, the Standing Committee met 
as a Board of Equalization, to consider the applications of St. 
Stephen’s Church, Ashland; Holy Trinity Church, Lincoln; St. 
John’s Church, Omaha. St. Stephen’s Church asked for a 
remission of $15.15 on its assessment for Diocesan Missions 
because of error in computing the parish accounts for 1902-3 on 
a basis of thirteen months instead of twelve. The petition was 
granted. Holy Trinity, Lincoln, asked for an abatement of 
$80.78 on its assessment for Diocesan Missions owing to the fact 
that the vestry had to obligate itself for $1,000 to the bank in 
order to pay the sum of $1,150 to the American Church Build- 
ing Fund Commission, and that the parish was absolutely unable 
to raise more than $150, which was three times what it had 
given last year to Diocesan Missions. The petition was granted. 
The petition of St. John’s Mission, Omaha, not being for an 
abatement of its assessment for this year, but for arrears in 
years back, it was returned to the Warden of St. John’s with 
directions to make the appeal for remission of unpaid assessments 
directly to the Council.

Report of Committee on Church Extension. 


Your Committee on Church Extension beg leave to submit 
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the following report: The grand results attained by the effi- 
cient work of our Bishop Coadjutor, and the General Mission- 
ary, equipped with the financial aid given under the apportion- 
ment plan as seen in the complete manning of our Mission Sta- 
tions, move your committee to reccommend to the Council the 
re-adoption of the Apportionment Plan for Diocesan Missions 
for the ensuing year. We herefore recommend that this Council 
vote $4,000 to be devoted to this fund, and to be levied under 
the apportionment plan. The wisdom of the appointment of 
a General Missionary is indicated by the noticable increase in 
the Missionary work of the Diocese, and the opening of new sta- 
tions. This Committee reiterates the importance of the observ- 
ance of Canons regulating offerings which, according to reports 
of the Diocesan Treasurers, are largely disregarded. In this con- 
nection we must rsepectfully call the attention of the Diocesan 
Secretary to Sec. 2, Canon 27, requiring notice to be sent to 
the priest in charge, and the treasurer of each Parish and 
Mission, at least one week before the taking of the same. We 
reccommend to the Council to grant a sum not exceeding $100.00 
for the continued support of The Crozier. We further rccom- 
mend that the priest of each Parish and Mission personally, or 
by deputy, send month by month, to the editor of The Crozier 
such items of parochial interest, as will add to the value of the 
paper as a Diocesan organ. Realizing the real value of Sunday 
School Institutes in other Dioceses, we reccommend that steps 
be taken by the competent authorities to revise such an Institu- 
tion in this Diocese. 


Recognizing the apparent prevailing carelessness and lack of 
method in the keeping of parish records, we recommend that the 
priest of each Parish and Mission immediately proceed to revise his 
Parish records, and that the Bishop, in his visitations exercise 
the authority vested in him to examine all such records and 
where he finds evidence of remissness, that he explain to the 
priest in charge, his clear duty in the matter. 


We make the following resolutions and beg their adoption 
by this house. 


Ist. Resolved, that we re-adopt the apportion- 
ment plan for Diocesan Missions, and that the Cathed- 
ral Chapter, as the Board of Missions, be and is 
hereby authorized to assess each Parish and Mission 
in this Diocese for a sum which shall serve as a mini- 
mum basis of their contribution toward Diocesan Mis- 
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sions, the same to take effect for the present year, the 
amount to be levied to be determined by the Council. 
2nd. Resolved, that this Council vote $100 toward 
the support of The Crozier. eS age 
3rd.

The report of the Committee on Christian Educa- 
tion was received. 


Report. of the Committee on Christian Education. 


Right Reverend Sir: 

Your Committee on Christian Education would report that 
it heartily endorses the position taken by our Bishop in his 
annual address, regarding the religious instruction of the young. 
We realize that the standard of a people’s civilization is indi- 
cated by the degree of its care and training of its children in 
those things that contribute to their physical, mental and 
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moral well being; and that the cultivation of the spiritual life 
is the most important element of this training. 

It is seriously to be regretted that so large a number of our 
Christian people have become careless in these matters and are 
suffering their children to grow up without any definite relig- 
ious training whatever. 

How few of our Church people piievae any custom of fam- 
ily worship, Bible reading or religious. instruction, in their 
homes; and how few of them insist that their children shall go 
to Sunday School. 

Thousands of Christian parents are permiting their business 
cares, social pleasures, or selfish comfort to interfere with the 
duty which they owe their children to teach them the Faith. 

Except for such chaotic notions as these children gather 
from their reading or associations with other children, they 
are allowed to grow up in pagan ignorance of Christian faith 
and moral law. Not only that, but by very force of example 
these parents implant in the receptive, careless minds of their 
children the principles of selfishness and moral irresponsibility 
which, in after years, -proves a fruitful source of misery and 
sin. To this criminal neglect of so many Christian parents we 
attribute the religious indifference and low moral tone of so 
vast a number of our young men and women today. 

In view of these facts we are especially gratified to receive 
the testimony borne by our Coadjutor Bishop in his annual 
address, to the good work being done in Brownell Hall in the 
department of Religious Education. We are confident that 
Church people can send their children there knowing that the 
training given will develop the best type of Christian character 
as well as furnish them with a sound and sensible physical and 
mental culture. We learn that this school has so advanced 
under its present management that its graduates have certificate 
privileges in the best Eastern colleges, and it is a source of im- 
mense gratification to us that we possess such a school in our 
Diocese. Believing as we do that education without definite 
religious instruction forms a very poor equipment for the duties 
and responsibilities of life. We wish to express our satisfaction 
at the increasing effectiveness of this institution as a school of 
Christian learning. 

During the past year the Bishop Coadjuter has tried the 
experiment of a Church club house at the University of Neb- 
raska with marked results. Some twenty university men have 
' been kept in touch with the House. 
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The Rector of St. Luke’s has been in evidence and much has 
een done in the way of using these men in the work of the 
Church. 

Such an House seems to be the most effective way of 
opening the State University to the Church and her influence. 

This work has the personal endorsement of Chancellor 
Andrews, and if the problem of building and fitting up a suit- 
able house can be solved the Church will be ina position to take 
up her duty in influencing the life and thought of our great 
State University. :

To the Right Rev. the Bishop, and the Council of the Diocese 
of Nebraska: | 


Recognizing that the office of General Missionary is 
the creation of this body and of the Bishop Coadjutor as its 
head, I beg leave to make this, my first report. 


And first I wish to make clear that,’ owing to a delay in 
securing a successor for St. Paul’s, Omaha, I was unable to 
enter upon the duties of General Missionary until the last week 
in June 1903, my report is of less than eleven months work and 
not of a full year. Also I would remind the Council that, 
having been elected to the offices of Secretary-Registrar of the 
Diocese and Clerk of the Cathedral Chapter, some of my time 
may be accounted for in the performance of the duties connected 
with those offices. : 


Furthermore I wish you to excuse any seeming lack of 
efficiency and results to the fact of my entire inexperience in this 
kind of work and to a lack of acquaintance with the traditions of 
the past in various parts of the field, all of which play an active 
part in the successful missionary and made me to be somewhat 
slow in getting into the spirit of the work at hand. 


With these explanations I beg your attention while I briefly 
state the various items of information connected with the work 
of the General Missionary so that you may act more intelligently 
upon any recommendations for the future. 


On first looking over the Diocese with the Bishop Coadjutor 
it was found the duty of the General Missionary would consist 
of three classes of work, to which I refer in order. 


The first was that of ministering to vacant ~ Parishes 
and Missions in order to keep things in shape and prepare the 
way for the coming of a new priest, so that no unnecessary 
delay might occur. Of this class I have during my term. of 
office ministered to nine congregations, all but one of which 
now have priests to serve them regularly. 


The second class of work which occupied my attention was 
the reviving of old work, that is re-opening and giving pastoral © 
care to stations which for various reasons have been without 
regular services for shorter or longer periods. Of this class 
Randolph and Auburn are the most notable examples. In the 
case of the former after a few months work the mission was 
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placed under the care of the priest in charge of Grace Church, 
Hartington, and from his report is fully repaying the time spent 
by the General Missionary. Auburn is still under my care and 
the Bishop is so well pleased with what he saw at his last 
visitation that he hopes to place a resident priest in charge so 
soon as arectory can be built. This congregation has met 
all its Diocesan. obligations and made small offerings to every 
canonical requirement. besides paying the General Missionary 
$10 for each Sunday visit he has made. Also during the Lenten 
season $400 was raised with which the Church property has been 
repaired and beautified. Of the third and last class of work 
planned, viz., the. establishment of new missions, my efforts 
have been centered at Fairbury, Hebron and Madison. Of the 
_ two latter there is little to. be noted that would indicate any per- 
manency, but. if the few Church families already resident will 
keep up their present interest the report will be of bigger 
things ina year’s time. But of Fairbury I wish that I had 
more time to speak. However, a few facts will prove interest- 
ing Iam sure, In. May of last year a few women organized a 
branch of the Woman’s. Auxiliary, and in June they rented a 
hall and started a Sunday School which now has three classes 
with regular teachers... On the 4th of July I visited the town 
and held services in the hall, and since that first visit services 
have been held on an average twice each month. During this 
time 13 adults and 13 children have been baptized, 21 persons 
confirmed and $225.00 have been deposited in the bank towards 
a permanent building fund. On Monday, the 9th inst., Bishop 
Williams visited the mission and held a second confirmation, on 
which occasion over two hundred persons were in attendance at 
the service. 


It is needless to say that I am greatly encouraged with the 
work these people have acomplished and I only wish that money 
were at my disposal to secure a lot upon which to erect a church 
which would be more in keeping with the order and dignity of 
our church’s service than is the lodge room and public hall where 
the services are now held. But I must not take up your time 
further on this topic. 


The actual labor in all these classes of work is much the same 
as every regularly ‘stationed missionary must do, conducting ser- 
vices, preaching and teaching, visting the people in their homes, 
assisting the guilds, training the choir, lighting fires, etc., 
etc. Pen, ; | |

Besides the above I have made the best of every oppor- 
tunity to advance the financial side of our work, publicly and 
privately explaining the various items of our assessment SsyS- 
tem. And here I might say that I believe that many of the 
delinquencies of the congregations outside of Omaha and Lincoln 
are due toa general ignorance among the laity of the obliga- 
tions laid upon them by the Diocese. This is especially true 
of the smaller missions, situated at some distance from Omaha 
the natural center of Diocesan life, their very isolation making 
them more thoughtful of their own needs than of those more 
remote. 


Before closing this crude report I wish to express my 
appreciation of the kind manner in which I have been received 
by the people throughout the Diocese, particularly to thank the 
clergy for their words of cheer, and the Woman’s Auxiliary 
for their interest and support. But above all I desire to 
express publicly my thanks for the loving counsel and sound 
advice which our beloved Bishop Coadjutor has extended to 
me purine the past year.
